ry it ts to thauaticemet of gods glory, 
Sand to the eſtabliſhment of Chriltes 
pure Religion, foz all her louinge lub: 
iectes, eſpeciallp the ſtate Eccleſiaſtical, to bee knitte 
together in one perkecte vnitp of doctrine, and to be 
conoined in one vnttoꝛuuty of Kites and Maners 
in p anniſtration ot gods holp word, in open pꝛai⸗ 
er and miniſtracion of Sacraments, as alſo to be 
of one decent behauiour in their outwarde appar⸗ 
rell, to be knowne partly by their diſtinct habits to 
be ofthat vocation( who ſhoulde be reuerented the 
rather in their offices as Miniſters of the holye 
thinges wherto they be called) hath by her letters 
directed vnto the Archebyſhop of Canterbury and 
Metropolitane, required, eniopned and ſtraightipe 
charged,» with aſſiſtance and conference had with 
other by namely ſuche as be in cõnuſſion fox 
cauſes eccleſtaſticall, ſome oꝛders might be taken, 
wherbpall diuerſities and varieties amonge them 
' Ofthe clergy and the people (as breadinge nothinge 
but contention,offence and bꝛeach of common cha⸗ 
rity,and be againſt the lawes, good vſuage and oꝛ⸗

Itſt, againſte the dap of giuing of oꝛders ap⸗ 
poynted, the Byſſchoppe (hall geue open moni⸗ 
tions to all men, to except agapnſte ſuche as 

they knowe not to be worthy, either ſoz lile 02 con⸗ 
uerſation. And there to giue notice that none (yall 
ſewe foꝛ oꝛders, but within theire owne Dioccs 
where they weare boꝛne, 02 had theire longe tyme 
of dwellinge, except ſuche, as ſhall bee of degree in 
the Uniucrlitees. 


Item, that pounge Pꝛeilles oꝛ Miniſters, made 
02 to be made, be ſo inſtructed, that they bee able to 
make apte aunſ wertes conccrninge the loꝛme of the 
Catcchiſme pꝛeſcribed.
